Chippewn Falls, and Meuominoe Falls, 
Wisconsin, opposed the Philippine tariff 
bill today in the hearing before the sen- 
ate committee on the Philippines. He de- 
clared that it costs 3% cents a pound to 
produce sugar in the United States and 
that the Philippine .sugar could be deliv- 
ered in the interior of the United States 
for 2 cents a pound if the duty 
was 


taken off. 


MEANS DESTRUCTION. HE SAYS. 
The pnsap> of the bill, he said, would 


destroy the sugar interests of the United 
States within ten years at the outside 
for the reason that capital could not bo 
induced to invest in the fnce oi such 
competition nnd therefore progress in the 
way of reducing the cost of production 
would be nt a standstill. He took the 
position that with the encouragement of 
protection the cost of production in this 
country would bo lessoned at lenst one 
cont a pomvl within the next two or 
three yeiTS.

Roosevelt took prompt action on the tel- 
egram of Thomas T. Hays, department 
commander of the Legion of Spanish War 
Veterans nnd John H. Dunn, formerly 
captain of the 28th U. S. Volunteers of 
Boston, regarding the case of John J. 
Bovvcs, the former United States soldier, 
whom it is- alleged has been denied a 
landing at Boston where he arrived from 
Ireland on the IDth of January. The pa- 
pers were sent to the department of com- 
merce and labor late yesterday after- 
noon nnd Secretary Metcalf nt once re 
plied that the man has not been denied 
a landing, but that action on his case 
dimply hnd been deferred pending the 
outcome of the efforts being made to 
place Bowes in a National Soldiers' home 
General Martin McMahon, president of

Homes for disabled volunteer soldiers

During the long and .animated discus- 
:on relative to the building of a new 
[ain street bridge, the question lias of- 
en been asked when nnd by whom the 
resent worn out structure was built. It 


found at the office of the city engineer 
lat the bridge was built by the Milwau- 
ee Bridge & Iron Co., in the year 1877. 
t is .an iron frame, with wooden floors, 
dewalks and approaches. The length 
f the draw is 173 and 3-10 feet; the 
outh approach is 67 feet long and the 
orth 44 feet; width of roadway 18 feet; 
idth of walks 4 'feet 4 inches in the 
lear. The cost of erection was between 
15,000 and $20,000. On several 
occa- 


ions the approaches'have been rebuilt 
nd the sidewalks and floor rebuilt times 
•ithoiit number. It is needless to say 
hat the bridge is today in bad condition 
nd that if repaired the cost may exceed 
25,000 and then .it will only last a few 
jars.

In speaking of the ice crop in this vi- 


cinity, George Horlick, secretary of the 
Horlick Lime & Stone Co., no doubt the 
largest ice dealers in southern Wisconsin, 
.said that his company bad fifty men at 
work cutting on the river above the dam 
and be believes their corporation is the 
only' one that has done any cutting to 
date.

Six thousand tons have been harvested 


to date and the thickness of th« ice a 
twelve and ane-half inches. They ex- 
Beet to cut 15,000 tons all told. On the 
small pond« and lakes the formation has 
not been sufficient to warrant it being 
harvested. The prediction is made that 
unless cold wenther sets in the crop will 
be short all over the state and that 
prices will be unusually high next sum- 
mer. 


Big Chicago ice companies, such as tne 


Knickerbocker Ice company, and others, 
have become suddenly alarmed over their 
failure, so far this winter, to secure ice 
worth the cutting. Early next week, it 


said, that big companies will invade 


he northern lakes of Wisconsin, espec-

Present plain Street Structure 


Cost Nearly §20,000. 


To Discuss Situation Friday Evening1— 


fronosit on for $75,000 lift 


Bridge Has Been Received. 


During the long and .animated discus- 


sion relative to the building of a new 
Main street bridge, the question lias of- 
ten .been asked when and by whom the 
present worn out structure was built. It 
it found at the office of the city engineer 
that the bridge was built by the Milwau- 
kee Bridge & Iron Co., in the year 1877. 
It is,an iron frame, with wooden floors, 
sidewalks a~nd approaches. 
The 
length 


of the draw is 173 and 3-10 feet; 
the 


south approach is 67 feet long and the 
north 44 feet; width of roadway 18 feet; 
width of walks 4 feet 4 inches in the 
clear. The cost of erection was between 
$15,000 and $20,000. On several 
occa- 


sions the appro aches^ have been rebuilt 
and the sidewalks and floor rebuilt times 
without number. It is needless to say 
that the bridge is today in bad condition 
and that if repaired the cost may exceed 
$25,000 and then it will only last a few 
years. 


WILL DISCUSS SITUATION. 


A meeting of the bridge, street and ju- 


diciary committee has been called for 
Friday evening at the mayor's office, to- 
gether with the city engineer and mayor, 
when the situation as it now stands, 
since the defeat of the bonds, will be .pre- 
sented a.nd some action taken. There are 
some aldermen who will insist on the 
present bridge being repaired and others 
will argue for a new swing bridge ac- 
cording to the plans made by John Giest 
of Milwaukee. It has been hinted that 
the United States government will step 
in a,nd forbid the city from putting in 
another awing bridge, for the reason that 
it will obstruct navigation, that with a 
•wing bridge the larger type of boats 
cannot pass up the rjver.

In speaking of the ice crop in this vi- 


cinity, George Horlick, secretary of the 
Horlick Lime & Stone Co.. no doubt the 
largest ice dealers in southern Wisconsin 
said that his company had fifty men at 
work cutting on the river _above the dam 
and he believes their corporation is the 
only one that has done any cutting to 
date. 


Six thousand tons have been harvested 


to date and the thickness of the ice is 
twelve and ene-half inches. 
They ex- 


pect to cut 15,000 tons all told. On the 
small ponds and lakes the formation has 
not been sufficient to warrant it being 
harvested. The prediction is made that 
unless cold weather seta in the crop will 
be short all over the state and that 
prices will be unusually high next sum- 
mer. 


Big Chicago ice companies, such as the 


Knickerbocker Ice company, and others, 
have become suddenly alarmed over their 
failure, so far this winter, to secure ice 
worth the cutting. Early next week, it 
U said, that big companies will invade 
the northern lakes of Wisconsin/ espec- 
ially those near Madison in the hope of 
securing ice that will do to store away. 


ROTTING AT THE BOTTOM. 


It has been discovered by the ice men 


that as a result of the continued mHd 
weather the ice which has formed so far 
is wearing away at the bottom. This is 
said to be caused by the action of the 
warm water which is rapidly melting off 
the ice from the under side, thus wear- 
ing it so thin that it will not support 
workmen or teams and is of no value for 
cutting. 


On account of these alarming condi- 


tions the weather prognostieators have 
commenced to compare the present win- 
ter with those of years previous. Major 
H. B. Hersey of the Milwaukee weather 
bureau for the month of January, says 
the temperature has averaged 22 above 
zero. 


SOME WEATHER COMPARISONS. 
The warmest February was in 1882 


when an average temperature of 36 de- 
grees was recorded. The coldest Febru- 
ary was in 1875, with a recorded aver- 
age temperature of 8 degrees above zero. 


Feb. 12, 1SS2, was the wannest Febru- 


ary day, the thermometer registering 60 
degrees. The coklest day was Feb. 11, 
1885, 
when the thermometer registered 


24 degrees below zero. 


That February is not a "wet" month 


may be seen from the fact that the aver- 
age precipitation is 1.88 inches. The 
greatest precipitation was in 1381, with 
5.39 inches. The least was in 1877, with 
.10 inches. 


The greatest amount of snow fall re- 


corded in any twenty-four hours was 
1.46 inches, on Feb. 20, 1SB8. The aver- 
age number of clear days for the month 
is seven. The prevailing winds are from, 
the west, with an average velocity of 
twelve miles per hour. The highest ve- 
locity recorded was Feb. 26, 18S7, when 
the wind blew at a rate of 
fifty-four 


miles an hour.

Immedtately 
he cut the cord and let the body to the 
floor and then telephoned the police of- 
fice of the discovery.

Paueing in 
the midst of an attack on the policy of 
President Roo?evelt, he said: "As I am 
speaking to the shipping bill now, I be- 
lieve, though I nm net sure as to the 
particular bill that is pending 
" Mr. 


Gallinger came to his rescue with "The 
pure food bill, I will suggest to the sen- 
ator."

the production of the arts should pay 
import duties.

Our further abil- 
ity to buy in the world's markets is shown 
in the import items of $143,428,201 for 
articles of luxury and personal use. We 
further exported abroad $40.,:jlO,45i> of 
mining products, $58,605,002 of products 
of the forests, $0,508,184 of products of 
the waters anci seas, and of miscellan- 
eous articles $0,807,005. The total ex- 
ports for the eleven months were $1,- 
427,253,187 and the total imports $1,078,- 
200,845, showing a favorable balance of 
trade of $340,043,342. 


We are doing very well indeed in se- 


curing our share of the world's trade. 
This is our national policy, that of the 
open door, and it is winning out in every 
diplomatic conditions of things in which 
we have found ourselves.

mill, are ever pushing on and learning 
how to meet conditions in the markets 
of the world, for there is much to un- 
derstand in how to get the goods through 
the door even when it is fairly opened.

SENATORS BY POPtTliATl VOTE. 
The Ohio legislature through its sen- 


ate has formally joined twenty-two other 
states in resolving United States sena- 
tors should be elected by the direct vote 
of the people. It is admitted for a num- 
ber of valid reasons it would be safer 
for the republic in the end if the present 
system of legislatures choosing the sen- 
ators was abolished and popular elec- 
tions substituted; but it is also admitt- 
ed that for other 
considerations this 


time has not yet arrived because popular 
suffrage has not attained that high point 
of superiority in assuring the best so de- 
sirable. After a while when we have out- 
grown the idea that it is a part of our 
popular liberty that every foreigner who 
comes here and is here just long enough, 
say six months, or a year, should vote, 
the suffrage, right may be better guard- 
ed. Still this would or could bo just as 
well applied to all other elections of pub- 
lie oflicialx and sit therefore as an argu- 
ment that United States senators should 


not yet be chosen by the popular Vote 
may fall down. 


But it is n fnet that the personal equa- 


tion is'not^oWitefftted by the direct vote 
proocssi-an<i tile argument that legisla- 
tive selections fall down from grace as 
was made in the Ohio legislative debate 
on the subject,,and two very recent cases 
p'dintea ottt,' yet popular selections Cor- 
taiutyi'arc jiidtiltti liable ,t(j fall down 
from grtiee .and be smiftted with things 
corruptible. 
But 
popular 
selections 


would at least be more subject to influ- 
ences coming from tho people, therefore 
more responsive. They would very like- 
ly be farther removed from the influences 
that admittedly now surrounds certain 
United States senators which make them 
much more special representatives 
of 


special interests than the interests of the 
people. 


Without any radicalism upon this sub- 


ject it can bo said by conservative vot- 
ers that there are argtiments on both 
sides of this, matter. For reasons the 
fathers of the republic thought 
best, 


they mude the members of the highest 
brunch of congress elective by state leg- 
islatures that they be more removed 
from popular clamor and the better en- 
abled to legislate in 
accordance 
with 


their views nnd their conscience. The 
intention was clear that senators could 
thus better debate ami with bettor judg- 
ment act. But the trouble has been that 
senators as a class have hardly observed 
the unwritten conditions. The country 
hns seen a half dozen men, as it per- 
ceives, now controlling all 
legislation. 


They can sec pretty well that it has 
not been difficult for great interests to 
control the choice of senators nnd there- 
by secure special representatives to suit 
them, for these arc charges made, and 
the course of events are responsible for 
apparently pointing this out. 


80 far therefore one less than half ot 


the number of states have resolved upou 
ths point and if tho senate desires to 
prevent a sufficient number more 
to 


make up the necessary two thirds to call 
a constitutional convention, they can be- 
gin at once by heeding the popular de- 
mand by effective legislation in their in- 
terests and against the excrescences that 
afflict the nation. 


PRIMARY IiVW AND CANDIDATES. 
The new primary law should be the 


moans of inducing people to take an in- 
terest in every name brought forward. 
This is the purpose of the law, to enable 
citizens to decide for themselves as to 
whom they desire for public officials, and 
there should be no interference with this 
declared object, for otherwise the claims 
of those who have objected to such a 
law, believing it only encouraged another 
kind of political machinery and would 
not give the people that free expression 
so claimed, may be proved.

now 


have several names sugested, 
those of 


rState Senator JIoGillivray,Governor Dav- 
idson. State Senator llatton. State Chair- 
man Connors, Speaker Lcnroot and that 
<f State Senator Bird of 
Wnusaiikce. 


There will very likely lie other names 
presented, but who if they wish to take 
advantage of kindly mentions and nrc 
encouraged by their fellow citizens, will 
necessarily imvc to comply with tho pri- 
mary law provisions and circulate nom- 
ination papers. 


There can be no such thing ns an up- 


rising of the people favoring any one 
man, or the calling out of a candidate 
in response to public sentiment, for the 
machinery of the law will not thus per- 
mit and candidates will perforce have to 
themselves do the hustling and bring out 
their support. 
There can be no party- 


convention to give force to party plat- 
forms and to party ethics, and it is nec- 
essarily admitted party lines have been 
weakened thereby. There will after the 
candidates have been nominated be a 
platform constructed by themselves in a 
meeting as per the terms of the law, and 
if voters differ as to the binding obliga- 
tions of a platform elected candidates fix 
up upon which they were to run, instead 
of a platform upon which tho people wish 
the candidate to stand, that can not be 
helped. The primary law is with us to 
stay provided it is proper and after an 
effective trial it pleases the people; after 
all it is the people who are to be pleas- 
ed. They desire to try this law that 
they may for themselves perceive its 
virtues or its defects, or if they like it 
anyhow, and there can be BO dispute in 
this. 


So that in consequence every ca.ncli' 


date must and should have a fair show- 
ng. 
But necessarily as stated 
every 


candidate will 'have to do much of his 
own boosting. There can be no formal 
jonventions to give all the binding furco 
;o things as before, though if this best 
>leases the. people, it is for them to say. 
Public sentiment generally calls for an 
lonest and thorough trial of our primary 
aw a3 it now stands. Mrichino politics, 
t was declared by those who most loudly 
called for such -a law,, must go, and go 
t would said they, if n primary direct 
laminating law was enacted, so very 
ikely there are large numbers of good 
citizens who Will judge this law as it 
will exhibit itself in tho practical appli- 
cation of its terms.

"FREEDOM OF DEBATE." 


Chicago Tribune: In the senate of the 


United States the other day Sir. Teller 
of Colorado held the floor. Pausing in 
the midst of an attack on the policy of 
President Roosevelt, he said: "As I am 
speaking to the shipping bill now, I be- 
lieve, though I am net sure as to th« 
particular bill that is pending 
" Mr. 


Gallinger came to his rescue with "The 
pure food bill, I will suggest to the sen- 
ator." Mr. Teller continued: "The pure 
food bill. I know what I am trying to 
speak about, but I do not know the par- 
ticular bill Which is pending. Freedom 
of debate in the senate is such that we 
are entitled to speak on any subject."

THE KNIFE FOR HANSEN 


Operation to foe Performed on 


Brain to Cure Ilnn ot His 


Supposed Mania. 


Harry llansen, brother of Andrew 


Hansen, the pyromaniac, arrived home 
from Chicago last evening, where he has 
been for several diiys visiting Ids broth- 
er. Harry states that Andrew is in a 
Chicago hospital undergoing aii operation 
and treatment, by the most expert phy- 
sicians on insanity in the cityj The op- 
eration ia fur some kind ol a pressure or 
disease of the brain with the belief that 
if successful it win cure Hanaen of the 
alleged mania for .setting fires. At the 
same time he is confined in the hospital 
his wife is confined with child birth in 
another institution. The young man 
talks cheerfully and hopes that the op- 
eration and treatment will permanently 
cure him of the mania he possesses. 


While Hansen may have set some fires 


when the mania seized him, he has been 
proven innocent of having set twenty or 
more fires in Chicago and Judge Tuthill 
of Chicago scored the Chicago police un- 
mercifully for hounding Hansen and at- 
tempting to drive him from the city. So 
far as the many ftres which occurred here 
two years ago are concerned, Hansen has 
always maintained that he was entirely 
innocent, but circumstances were strong- 
ly against him aiid he was obliged to 
leave here after being released from the 
jail. 


Just how long he will be in the hos- 


pital is not known, but probably several 
weeks. Chicago physicians are watching 
the result of the operation and treat- 
ment with great interest.

duces 
suppuration. The 
throat

lungs-arc particularly exposed to such a 
process, and there are few roads more di- 
rect from perfect health to the morgue 
than a cold on the lungs. Calling it 
pneumonia dignifies it but docs not cure 
it. 


The most important thing to remember 


about catching cold is that it :uwnys oc-

circulation is retarded

d*oors. It. is true a person who goes out 
in the open nir without his usual cloth- 
ing or who hents his body by outdoor 
exercise and then stands still in a cold 
wind may catch cold, but the favorite 
nnd regulation method is to sit motion- 
less in n warm apartment and let a jet 
of cold air play on some limited portion 
of ihe body. That portion will then be 
put out of business. 


Though a cold is easily caught, it is 


next to impossible to cure it. It is to 
be feared that the physicians themselves 
do not fully understand it. Common 
sense would dictate that, ns it ;s produc- 
ed by irregularity in the temperature of 
the body one condition of recovery is 
absolute and unchanging physical com- 
fort. A man with a cold is more sensi- 
tive to thermal changes thai; the most 
delicate thermometer. 
He needs to be 


comfortable nnd to be completely dcliv- - 
ered from drnfts and ntmosphcric chang- 
es. On this principle '' Gladstone, when 
he had tnkcn cold, always wont to bed 
nnd stayed there until he was well agnm. 


One of the best methods of avoiding 


colds is to ;<ccu.-t»m the body to a mod- 
erate temperature, ami if a person is un- 
alterably'bent on patronizing the fun- 
oral director he should ovorclothc him- 
self.

"CATCHING COLD." 


Chicago Chronicle: It does not at- 


tract one-half of the attention it should 
that almost every death thut 
occurs 


from disease is connected in some way 
with "catching cold.''' ' If people were ob- 
servant enough there would not be so 
such ignorance and indifference in regard 
to this matter. 


A "cold" is named from its cause and 


not its nature. It is produced by cold, 
but is itself a fever. Cold air is applied 
to some part of the body, driving the 
blood inward and producing congestion. 
When congestion has existed a short 
time it becomes inflammation, and in- 
flammation. if it is not cheeked." pro- 
duces 
suppuration. The 
throat 
and 


lungs are particularly exposed to such a 
process, and there are few roads more di- 
rect from perfect health to the morgue 
than a cold on the lungs. Calling it 
pneumonia dignifies it but does not cure 
it. 


The most important thing to remember 


about catching cold is that it always oc- 
curs when the 
circulation is retarded 


and generally when the body is at rest. 
When the circulation is brisk tnroupli 
exercise it is difficult for the blood to 
tarry anywhere, but when it is barely 
creeping through the veins a blast of 
cold wind will bring it to a stand and 
mny close up the avenues of escape. 
That means death. 


Colds are almost always caught in- 


d'oors. It. is true a person who goes out 
in the open nir without his usual cloth- 
ing or who bents his body by outdoor 
exercise and then stands still in a cold 
wind may catch cold, but the favorite 
and regulation method is to sit motion- 
less in :\ warm apartment and let a jefc 
of cold air play on some limited portion 
of the body. That portion will then be 
put out of business. 


Though a cold is easily caught, it is 


next to impossible to cure it. It is to 
be foarod that the physicians themselves 
do not fully understand 
it. Common 


sense would dictate that as it is, produc- 
ed by irregularity in the temperature of 
the body one condition of recovery is 
absolute and unchanging physical com- 
fort. A man with a cold is more sensi- 
tive to thermal changes than the most 
delicate thermometer. He needs to be 
comfortable and to be completely deliv- 
ered from drafts and atmospheric chang- 
es. On this principle Gladstone, when 
he had taken cold, always went to bed 
and stayed there until ho was well again. 


One of the best methods of avoiding 


coMs is to accustom the bfxly to a mod- 
erate temperature, mid if a person is un- 
alterably bout on patronizing the fun- 
eral director he should overclothe him- 
splf.
